New Jersey Republican nominee 
for senator, and endorsed the 
Case candidacy. 
Eisenhower 
sandwiched

tercentenary 
dinner Wednesday night and the 
Alfred E. Smith Memorial Foun­ 
dation dinner last night. 


BUT DURING THE DAY he 
campaigned with the old famil­ 
iar “Ike” smile in a manner rem­ 
iniscent of his drive for the pres­ 
idency in 1952. 
His efforts here coincided with 
newspaper polls that show7 Ives 
trailing 
his 
Democratic-Liberal 
opponent, Averell Harriman, a 
diplomat and secretary of com­ 
merce in the New and FAiir Deal 
regimes. 
Shortly before starting his au­ 
tomobile tour, with Ives at his

urged the staff not to lose heart.

New York, Oct. 22 UP) — The 
president of the New York Cen­ 
tral railroad says it is hoped that 
the line’s deficit, already reduced 
to $5,182,000, will he wiped out 
by the end of the year. 
Alfred E. Perlman made the 
statem ent yesterday before the 
New7 York Society of Security 
Analysts. It was his first public 
appearance since the forces of 
financier Robert R. Young, now 
board chairman, captured con­ 
trol of the railroad. 
Perlman, who succeeded Wil­ 
liam White as president of the 
Central, was sharply critical of 
the condition of the railroad as 
he found it. 
He said he had been trying to

property” and credited his ad­ 
ministration with the following 
achievements: 
In September the road nettecl 
more than a million dollars;

train which would cost only one 
i fourth per passenger compared 
to a convention train.

He said passenger losses on 
the Central had already been 
cut about seven million dollars 
this year compared with last 
year despite a nine million-dol­ 
lar decrease in revenue.

unlikely, say the experts, be­ 
cause of far different conditions 
today.

America finds the m ajority to­ 
day confident th at the present 
bull m arket shows few signs of 
growing into som ething like the 
dizzy doings of 25 years ago.

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TRUTH WILL OUT 
A political bombshell was ex ploded in 
Utah when Representativ e Douglas String- 
fellow, candidate for re-election, tearfully 
went before a telev ision audience to con­ 
fess that stories he had told about his war­ 
time heroism with the OSS were all untrue. 
He told how he had been trapped by his 
own glibness, how the story had grown with 
each re-telling until it made him a prisoner 
of himself. 
The story of Stringfellow’s sorry situa­ 
tion holds a lesson. It illustrates how easy 
it is to slip away from harmless ex aggera­ 
tion into the pit of downright untruth, how 
a man’s petty dishonesty about something 
that does not seem important can destroy 
his sense of right and wrong to the point 
where it is difficult for him to admit the 
truth ev en to himself. 
What Stringfellow did, allowing people 
to think him a hero for ex ploits he nev er 
performed, was wrong. Yet in judging him 
it is well to remember the injunction about 
refraining from throwing stones unless y ou 
are without sin. Who has not permitted 
himself the lux ury of ex aggeration, has 
not embellished a story to make it more 
entertaining or to put himself in a better 
light? How big really was that fish? 
Representativ e Stringfellow actually saw 
serv ice in France and there is ev ery indica­ 
tion that he performed his duty well. He 
still walks with a limp, the result of a 
wound, he suffered clearing minefields. 
Without ex aggeration his record would 
hav e been good enough. Yet he began by 
adding small details and ended a self­ 
admitted liar. 
This is a lesson to be recalled when tell­ 
ing the unv arnished truth seems not quite 
good enough. It is a story to tell children 
to teach them the v alue of truth and how, 
despite ev ery effort to suppress it, it will 
rise to confront those who distort it. 


INSEPARABLE 
When the boy s and girls go away to col­ 
lege, they remain interested in the personal 
items about their home town that only the 
local newspaper can prov ide. As a matter 
of fact, this is true with all of us when we 
are away from home. 
As the Santa Paula, California, News ex ­ 
pressed it, “ News is a precious commodity 
and nothing quite satisfies the public appe­ 
tite for it like daily and weekly news­ 
papers.” 
The local paper chronicles the society 
news and club activ ities; publishes births 
and deaths; heralds the changes in the 
weather; records court proceedings and 
real estate transactions; keeps businessmen 
informed on economic issues and crop con­ 
ditions; prov ides recipes and household tips; 
giv es the latest women’s fashions and 
sty les; cov ers the doings in sports; and pro­ 
v ides a handy display of the local shop­ 
ping scene which can sav e the consumer 
many steps—a rev iew of home town activ ­ 
ity unobtainable elsewhere. 
Last but not least the country editor is 
constantly on guard to preserv e the free­ 
dom of the press, thereby helping to pre­ 
serv e our political and religious priv ileges. 
The theme for National Newspaper Week 
this y ear was: “ Freedom of the Press— 
What It Means to the Man on the Street.” 
Without freedom of the press there would 
be no free men or free industry —one can­ 
not ex ist without the other.

JUDGE YOUNGDAHL AND LATTIMORE 
The Lattimore Case will be with us for some 
time, now that it is to come to trial. It is only 
fair to treat this as any other m atter actually be­ 
fore the courts, without prejudice for or against 
the defendant or for or against the Government. 
Controversy should end at the threshold of 
a 
courtroom, where only a jury and judge can ren­ 
der a decision. 
The objection of the Departm ent of Justice to 
Judge Luther W. Youngdahl as the sitting judge 
in the Lattim ore Case arises from his decision of 
May 2, 19 53, on a motion to throw out the indict­ 
ment of that expert on F ar Eastern affairs. The 
unusual step taken by Leo A. Rover, the U. S. 
Attorney in the case, supported by H erbert 
Brownell, Jr., Attorney General, can hardly be 
understood unless one has read the testimony be­ 
fore the Ty dings Committee, the testimony be­ 
fore the McCarran Committee investigating the 
Institute of Pacific Relations, and the decision 
rendered by Judge Youngdahl which not only 
threw out four out of seven counts of the indict­ 
ment but contained unusual language amounting 
to obiter dicta. 
Judge Youngdahl said in his decision: 
“Defendant in the first count is charged with 
ly ing in deny ing that he was a sy mpathizer or 
promoter of Communist interests. It seems to the 
court that this charge is so nebulous and in­ 
definite that a jury would have to indulge in 
speculation in order to arrive at 
a verdict. Sy m­ 
pathies and beliefs and what they mean to dif­ 
ferent individuals involve concepts that are high­ 
ly nebulous and speculative at best. 
. . . " 
This language is difficult to understand. The 
question at issue was and is, did Owen Lattimore 
lie or did he tell the truth? If he told the truth, 
a jury could not convict him; if he lied, a jury 
might convict him. It is up to the Government to 
prove that he did lie; it is up to Lattimore to 
establish that the Government is wrong, that he 
did, in fact, not lie. 
Therefore, what is here said by Judge Young­ 
dahl gives the impression that he regards the 
question of ly ing too abstruse, too difficult for an 
American jury to understand. But our sy stem of 
jurisprudence is based on the assumption that a 
man is tried by his peers who determine the is­ 
sues, the judge only making sure that there is no 
violation of the law. 
Why then is a charge “nebulous” and “indefi­ 
nite” when it specifically and clearly states that 
what is before the court is whether a lie was or 
was not spoken. In millions of cases, particularly 
those pertaining to m arital relations, “sy mpathies 
and beliefs” are alway s before a jury . Were there 
no “sy mpathies and beliefs,” how could there be 
a marriage except by coercion or bargain? 
The judge went further in this argument: 
“ .. . . 1 presume a person could sy mpathize 
with a belief and y et still not believe. To probe 
the mind in a situation like this would give rise 
to nothing more than sheer speculation on- the 
part of the prober. It is fundamental that a jury 
should not be asked to determine an issue which 
can be decided only on conjecture. 
. . . ” 
But the issue is not one of sy mpathy or belief. 
It is whether the truth or a falsehood was told 
under oath. Maybe to the lay man all this is too 
simple, but it appears that the Department of 
Justice is also surprised at the 
nature of Judge 
Youngdahl’s opinion. 
In our sy stem no man is guilty until proved 
so in a court of law under the safeguards of the 
rules of evidence. As it stands at the moment, 
Owen Lattim ore is guilty of nothing under the 
law. He may never be. But it is not to his advan­ 
tage that he should be tried by a judge who could 
say in 19 53: 
“In our proper concern for 
the internal and 
external threat of Communism and in 
pursuing 
our efforts to strike down this threat, we should 
endeavor to be consistent and not attem pt to 
re­ 
quire a conformity in thought and beliefs that 
has 
no relevancy to a present danger to our se­ 
curity . . . . ” 
This obiter dicta had nothing to do with the 
indictment in the Lattim ore Case. It had nothing 
to do wdth the facts of American life after the 
theft of the atom bomb and the failure in Korea.

MERELY ON A SPREE

so much money is bound to create pros­ 
perity while it lasts — or the illusion of 
prosperity . 
“ The trouble is, such debts either hav e 
to be paid or canceled by inflation. 
Conclusion: the American people were 
not more truly prosperous during two 
world wars. They were merely on a spree.” 


That Body of Yours

PREVENTION OF RHEUMATIC FEVER 
Rheumatic fever has long been known as child­ 
hood’s greatest enemy because it so often perma­ 
nently damaged the heart. Parents have had real 
cause to fear this dreaded disease. But now there 
is new hope being extended tAat rheumatic fever 
can be prevented. 
This is what the American H eart Association’s 
Council on Rheumatic Fever and Congenital 
H eart Disease declared a y ear and half ago at 
the onset of a nation-wide campaign to bring the 
facts about how to curb rheumatic fever to the 
attention of the medical profession and the pub­ 
lic. In two communities in the United States w here 
there has been a co-operative program of the 
H eart Association, the school authorities, and the 
medical profession for almost two y ears, the evi­ 
dence is piling up. 
“It is now generally agreed that both the first 
and following attacks of the disease are brought 
on by streptococcus infections” (commonly known 
as “strep throat”). ‘Therefore the prevention of 
rheumatic fever and rheumatic heart disease de­ 
pends upon the control of streptococcal illnesses.” 
How can this be done? It can be successfully 
accomplished by early and adequate treatm ent of 
“strep” infections in all individuals through the 
use of antibiotics, such as penicillin, and the 
sulpha drugs. “Strep” infections are usually of 
the nose, throat "or other upper breathing pas­ 
sages. At least 3 per cent of untreated strep 
infections are followed by rheumatic fever. Those 
who have had an attack are particularly likely to 
have further attacks with increased likelihood of 
serious heart damage. 
W hat was the method followed so successfully 
in these two communities? Any child who appear­ 
ed in school to be developing a sore throat, fever, 
“cold” or other sign of a possible “strep” infection 
was promptly sent to the school nurse who took 
his tem perature and also a throat swab. If the 
child had a fever, he was sent home and the 
mother wras called to explain why and to recom­ 
mend that she put the child to bed.

If this also proved 
positive the child’s mother was called again and 
advised to call in the family doctor. 
What w’ere the results? Number of throat cul­ 
tures taken of children with sore throat or other 
sy mptoms—240. Negative for “strep”—19 5: posi­ 
tive for “strep”—45. New' cases of rheumatic 
fever among children who had throat cultures 
taken—none. 
This co-operative effort is pay ing off in m ak­ 
ing it possible to protect children from rheumatic 
fever.

I KNOW POLICEMEN 
By the

From time to time a hue and 
cry is raised about police brutal­ 
ity . 
It is necessary at times for 
force to he used in effecting an 
arrest. 
There are people who 
look upon kindness as weakness; 
consideration as indecision and 
hesitation as a fear of reprisal 
or punishment. Charges of police 
brutality have been acted upon 
summarily — and sometimes too 
summarily — in the department 
and in the courts. 
It certainly 
does not promote efficiency in a 
policeman to know that unjusti­ 
fied accusations of brutality are 
considered seriously and that he 
is apt to be punished by sus­ 
pension or fine or berated by a 
judge in court, where he is made 
to become the accused rather 
than the accuser. 
Such cases have happened, are 
known to the public, and cause 
the y oung teen-age thug to lose 
all respect for the policeman and 
his authority . We quote 
from the 
remarks of a teen-age hoodlum 
to the police: “The

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TRUTH WILL OUT 
A political bombshell was exploded in 
Utah when Representative Douglas String- 
fellow, candidate for re-election, tearfully 
went before a television audience to con­ 
fess that stories he had told about his war­ 
time heroism with the OSS were all untrue. 
He told how he had been trapped by his 
own glibness, how the story had grown with 
each re-telling until it made him a prisoner 
of himself. 
The story of Stringfellow’s sorry situa­ 
tion holds a lesson. It illustrates how easy 
it is to slip away from harmless exaggera­ 
tion into the pit of downright untruth, how 
a man’s petty dishonesty about something 
that does not seem important can destroy 
his sense of right and wrong to the point 
where it is difficult for him to admit the 
truth even to himself. 
What Stringfellow did, allowing people 
to think him a hero for exploits he never 
performed, was wrong. Yet in judging him 
it is well to remember the injunction about 
refraining from throwing stones unless you 
are without sin. Who has not permitted 
himself the luxury of exaggeration, has 
not embellished a story to make it more 
entertaining or to put himself in a better 
light? How big really was that fish? 
Representative Stringfellow actually saw 
service in France and there is every indica­ 
tion that he performed his duty well. He 
still walks with a limp, the result of a 
wound, he suffered 
clearing 
minefields. 
Without exaggeration his record would 
have been good enough. Yet he began by 
adding small details and ended a self­ 
admitted liar. 
This is a lesson to be recalled w?hen tell­ 
ing the unvarnished truth seems not quite 
good enough.

JUDGE YOUNGDAHL AND LATTIMORE 
The Lattimore Case will bo with us for some 
time, now that it is to come to trial. It is only 
fair to treat this as any other m atter actually be­ 
fore the courts, without prejudice for or against 
the defendant or for or against the Government. 
Controversy should end at the threshold of a 
courtroom, where only a jury and judge can ren­ 
der a decision. 
The objection of the Departm ent of Justice to 
Judge Luther W. Youngdahl as the sitting judge 
in the Lattimore Case arises lrom his decision of 
May 2, 1953, on a motion to throw out the indict­ 
ment of that expert on F ar Eastern affairs. The 
unusual step taken by Leo A. Rover, the U. S. 
Attorney in the case, 
supported 
by H erbert 
Brownell, Jr., Attorney General, can hardly be 
understood unless one has read the testimony be­ 
fore the Tydings Committee, the testimony be­ 
fore the McCarran Committee investigating the 
Institute of Pacific Relations, and the decision 
rendered by Judge Youngdahl which not only 
threw out four out of seven counts of the indict­ 
ment but contained unusual language amounting 
to obiter dicta. 
Judge Youngdahl said in his decision: 
“Defendant in the first count is charged with 
lying in denying that he was a sympathizer or 
promoter of Communist interests. It seems to the 
court that this charge is so nebulous and in­ 
definite that a jury would have to indulge in 
speculation in order to arrive at a verdict. Sym­ 
pathies and beliefs and what; they mean to dif­ 
ferent individuals involve concepts that are high­ 
ly nebulous and speculative at best. . . . " 
This language is difficult to understand. The 
question at issue was and is. did Owen Lattimore 
lie or did he tell the truth? If he told the truth, 
a jury could not convict him; if he lied, a jury 
might convict him. It is up to the Government to 
prove that he did lie; it is up to Lattimore to 
establish that the Government is wrong, that he 
did, in fact, not lie. 
Therefore, what is here said by Judge Young­ 
dahl gives the impression that he regards the 
question of lying too abstruse, too difficult for on 
American jury to understand. But our system of 
jurisprudence is based on the assumption that a 
man is tried by his peers who determine the is­ 
sues, the judge only making sure that there is no 
violation of the law. 
Why then is a charge “nebulous” and “indefi­ 
nite” when it specifically and clearly states that 
what is before the court is whether a lie was or 
was not spoken. In millions of cases, particularly 
those pertaining to marital relations, “sympathies 
and beliefs” are always before a jury. Were there 
no “sympathies and beliefs,” how' could there be 
a marriage except by coercion or bargain? 
The judge went further in this argument: 
“ .. . . 1 presume a person could sympathize 
w'ith a belief and yet still not believe. To probe 
the mind in a situation like this would give rise 
to nothing more than sheer speculation on- the 
part of the prober. It is fundamental that a jury 
should not be asked to determine an issue which 
can be decided only on conjecture. . . . ” 
But the issue is not one of sympathy or belief. 
It is whether the truth or a falsehood was told 
under oath. Maybe to the layman all this is too 
simple, but it appears that the Department of 
Justice is also surprised at the nature of Judge 
Youngdahl’s opinion.

PREVENTION OF RHEUMATIC FEVER 
Rheumatic fever has long been known as child­ 
hood’s greatest enemy because it so often perm a­ 
nently damaged the heart. Parents have had real 
cause to fear this dreaded disease. But now there 
is new hope being extended ttoat rheumatic fever 
can be prevented. 
This is what the American H eart Association’s 
Council 
on 
Rheumatic 
Fever 
and 
Congenital 
Heart Disease declared a year and half ago at 
the onset of a nation-wide campaign to bring the 
facts about how to curb rheumatic fever to the 
attention of the medical profession and the pub­ 
lic. In two communities in the United States where 
there has been a co-operative program of the 
H eart Association, the school authorities, and the 
medical profession for almost two years, the evi­ 
dence is piling up. 
“It is now generally agreed that both the first 
and following attacks of the disease are brought 
on by streptococcus infections” (commonly known 
as “strep throat”). “Therefore the prevention of 
rheumatic fever and rheumatic heart disease de­ 
pends upon the control of streptococcal illnesses.” 
How can this be done? It can be successfully 
accomplished by early and adequate treatm ent of 
“strep” infections in all individuals through the 
use of antibiotics, such as penicillin, and the 
sulpha drugs. “Strep” infections are usually of 
the nose, throat or other upper breathing pas­ 
sages. At least 3 per cent of untreated strep 
infections are followed by rheumatic fever. Those 
who have had an attack are particularly likely to 
have further attacks with increased likelihood of 
serious heart damage. 
What was the method followed so successfully 
in these two communities? Any child who appear­ 
ed in school to be developing a sore throat, fever, 
“cold” or other sign of a possible “strep” infection 
was promptly sent to the school nurse who took 
his tem perature and also a throat swab. If the 
child had a fever, he was sent home and the 
mother was called to explain why and to recom­ 
mend that she put the child to bed. 
This is an important step in prevention as it 
not only gets treatm ent under way immediately, 
but also protects other children from possible in­ 
fection. The school science teacher then exam­ 
ined the culture from the throat swab and if it 
was positive, the Heart Association representa­ 
tive was notified and took it to a co-operating 
hospital for further check. If this also proved 
positive the child’s mother was called again and 
advised to call in the family doctor. 
W hat were the results? Number of throat cul­ 
tures taken of children with sore throat or other 
symptoms—240. Negative for “strep”—195; posi­ 
tive for “strep”—45. New cases of rheumatic 
fever among children who had throat cultures 
taken—none. 
This co-operative effort is paying off in m ak­ 
ing it possible to protect children from rheumatic 
fever.

He receiv ed his college 
edu cation in the Univ ersity of 
Aberdeen from which he was 
gradu ated in 19 12 with First 
Class Honors in Philosophy . Be­ 
ing awarded the Fu llerton Fel­ 
lowship in Philosophy , he finished 
his theological edu cation in the 
United States at Princeton Theo­ 
logical Seminary w'here he re­ 
ceiv ed the BD degree in 1915. 
Gaining the Gelston-Winthrop 
Fellowship in Theology he spent 
a y ear in Spain stu dy ing Spanish
